hadnot the people ade him in ſtead and reſ⸗ 
cued him. 1. Sam. 14. Herode hauing but on- 
lie two ſonnes Alexander and Aniſtobolus, 
vppon a falſe ſurmiſe ſtrangled them both. 
Whereypon Auguſtus (aſd, AAclius eſt Hero- 
dis eſſe porcum, quam ſilium : It is better to be 
Herodes hogge, than his ſonne, - 
Plutarch ſaith, that in Rome rich men biet 
to carry whelps and yong apes vp and dawne 
the ſtrerts in their armes: which when Cæſar 
ſawe, he would needs know, Ecquud apud ipſos 
mulieres liberos non parerent? Whether women 
did not bzing fo2th childzen with them? 
But to let theſe monſters go, which either 
præter & contra naturam, haue thus rebelled 4 
repined againſt their own bowels: do you but 
meaſure the tender affecid of parents toward 
their childꝛen by olde Elie, who bearing of the 
death of Hotaiq Phinchs his ſons,with very 


wo fell downe backward u bzake his nette * 
m. 
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Sam · 4. Oz by Dauid, whoat the death of that 
one ſonne which was begotten in adulteris: 
and after the death of that other ſonne, which 
jetted not to tõmit adultery with his fathers 
concubines, Jmeane Abſolon: did lo take on, 
that very ſoꝛrow had almoſt boten his very 
heart inſunder. 2. Sa. 12.2. Sam. 18,3 3, Aud to 
read in hiſtozies. that Gordianus whe he heard 
of the death of dis ſonne, ſtrangled him ſelle. 
Oz that Orodes king of Parthia bearing that 
dis ſonne Pac orus was ſlaine in war, though 
extreame ſozrowe fell madde.Dz that Pychias 
king of Bithinia, when Xerxes had ſlaine his 
foane;left his kingdome to his wife, and went 
to bis ſonnes graue, and there ended his life 
with mourning. Oꝛ that Acgeus ſarmiſing 
that Theſeus his ſonne had bene Nlapne of 
Mmotaurus,leapt into the ſea t dzowndhun- 
ſell. To read ot all theſe,t infinit other theliks 
examples, how doth it demonſtrate the deare 
and tender affection of fathers towards their 
ſons : therefozc in that the Loꝛde pzomiſeth 
to fill, and to poure out hiscompaſſion aſter 
— tate and meaſure, what a comfozte is 
But indede our heauenly Father doth ſo 
entirely tender his chien, that there is no 
ende 02 thereof to bee made. And 
therfoze as Eſay ſaich, he is our father cap. 63. 
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Ann as Ieremy ſaith He vill be called 
our Father. —— 3's £0 why our Samour 
Chailt ſhould fozbid vs to call any other by the 
name of Father here tnearth,ſaytog For one 
is your Father in heauen, Math. 2 3. 4 knowe 
noreaſon but this, ſoz that na father on carth 
nocth lo temertye lone his owe childzen, as 
gur heauenipe Father doeth affea and like of 
vs, being but his adopted chuldꝛen 
He ſpareth vs in thꝛa reſpeues. in two of 
them much lyne anatarall Father, but in the 
third there is no campariſon, I am ſure, and 
ſo you will (ay. 

Ficft, as a natorall Father will not Kill 
oʒ deſtrope his childe when he is ficke, and fæ⸗ 
ble, and cannot cat his meat, oz abozretb ſuch © 
things tho:zow infirmity,as ſhould be a mean 
ko retouer his health: s our heavenly Fas 
ther will ſpare vs, and not cũõde mne vs, o con⸗ 
found vs fo; euer, althaugh we be licut in ſpi⸗ 
rite, and weake in faith, t do tuen loath often 
times his heauenly weꝛd, which is the health 
and ſaluation of our ſoules. 

SDecondlp, line a natural father he ſpareth 
vs in reſpect of our wilfull pꝛodigalities, and 
waſtinges of his bleſſinges and grates: not 
vnlike that ſame louing Father in the goſpell 
who foꝛgaue his ſonne, which had ſo leudtye 

conſumed his fathers ſubſtance, and his wut 
7 poꝛtiau. 
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Our race we haue as willully runne. Dur 
tyme we haue as vatacly ſpent. His fausurs 
we yace as nfaucurdly bed owed, and his dil⸗ 
pleaſure we haut as deſpetatiy inturrtd Sut 
pit come home to his mercy by repenfaunce; 
and ſa y, fattzer we haut fanned aga inſt the tt. 
an then you ſhall finde that be wil ſpere pou, 
and embv:ace pou in the armes of his mercaſull 
compalſion.

But now to ſpealte of that reſpec of the 
Lo2ds aratteus fancur which is without com 
pariſon. hat natocall Father cuer dis as he 
bath done to ſpore vs which were but his ad- 
opted tuuldꝛen, hee hath not ſpared his onelie 
 *becetten Senne Chilt Icſus. Ss that to us 
ward he was waꝛth his pꝛomiſe hare made, 
but he bath (aide it vppon his naturall ſonne 
with a witneſſe foꝛ our ſakes. He was faine 
to refizne a ropall kingdome to come to an 
Aſſes cribbe: to relinquiſh the ſwate ſotietie 
of Ange ls, to liut among malitious rakehels, 
the Scribes and E hariſas: to ſurrender a 
thꝛone of glogp, ſoꝛ a curſcd troſſe of wad: to 
ytelde vp a crowre of bliſſe, ſoz a crowne of 
thoznes: to loſe the favour oſhis heauenlp fas 
ther, to pleaſure his deadly foes : and foſuffey 
death, that miſcrable wzetches might be ſpas 
red and ſaued aliue. O kind and tender Saut 
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niour, to ſpare and to ſane vs, thou haft wife 
red thy ſelfe-to become a very ſpoile foz the 
nralice of Sathan. | | 
I graunt you Fabius Maximus was verie 
deſirous to ſpare and ſaue the Komane Caps 


tines, when hee ſolde all his patrimony to re- 
dente them. But our Sautour Chzilt hath 
ſuffered himſelſe to be lolde, to redeme vs his 
very enemies in reſpec. 

Mithrid:tes was wondꝛed at fo2 his ten⸗ 
der affection toward Leonicus his dere frend, 
becauſe hee gaue all the Rhoduncapttuesto 
rede him: bat pet he gave his enemies to 
redceme his friend. But Chꝛiſt Jeſas our bleſ- 


ſet) Sattour , hath giuen himſelfe toredeems, 


bus enemies. 
To bee ſhozt , when there was in Rome g 
ſodaine gaping gulph which they could by no 


meanes fill vp, andthe D2acle had ſignified, * 
that extept the chiefeſt thing, and that which: 


the commons loued beſt, were caſt into it, it 
touid not be ſtopped: Curtius vnderſtanding 
that he himſelfs was their onely Jewel, with⸗ 
ouf any moꝛe adoe thꝛe w himſelſe into it, and 
ſo it was fild vp pꝛeſently. Vet this was done 
fo his country, that loued hun fo well; that 
they accounted nothing better 02 moze woz⸗ 
thy thi her. But when gaping gulph of Gods 
moſt enn vengeance was to bee ſtopped, 
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at it Pal Croſſe, 
our bleſſed ſautour cat himſelfe into the mids 
deſt ok it, and died a moſt bitter death, t this 
he did foz the people, which thought they had 
nothing wozle 02 moꝛe vile than hee, no not 
Barrabas that arrant cutthzoat. 

What ſhall J ſay then of this ſo rare, ſa 
ropall. ſo vnſpeakeable, and ſo incomparable 
loue of his towards vs: Jcanſay no leſſe than 
Barnard ſaid, Opus ſine exemplo, gratia ſine meri- 
fo ,Charitas ſl ne modo : Such a wozkeas hath no 
example, a fauour without deſert , and loue 
without meaſure. 

The Lozd therefoze graunt that ſach bots 
fomles compaſſion in him may pzeſently wozk 
ſome thankfull compunction in vou. And that 

às the vaile ofthe temple rent in ſunder from 
the toppe to the bottome, when theſe thinges 
were perkozmed: So the conſideration of the 
ertreame milerie whithhe endured , that hee 
might ſpare and ſaue our foztozne foules, may 
ranſacke euery vaine in our hearts in all due 
remozſe.And p as the very earth did quake in 
hozrour of ſo great violence wzengfully offe- 
red to him, andmekely ſaffered log you : 0 
our heartes and conſciences may quake and 
tremble, canſidered that an innocent perſon 
hath endured the ſame toſpare dur gulity and 
damned ſoules. N 
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gotten Sonne to ſaue vs: and to hi i n whict 
bath ſo dearely bought vs, that her bath late 
downe his life to redæme vs and tohim that , 
bath ſo wonderfully purged and ſanciffed-vs 
thꝛogh theLanerofregencratis;that he bath 
thereby lealed vs vntill the day of Redem — 
on: id elt, to God the 5 rp, God 
Sonne, and God the hol thze diſtind 
perſons and one e alting God, de al 
pꝛaiſe, power and dominion,
